No better example than this 'could be 


found of the pass to -which modern war has 
come. Purely a matter of dollars and cents 
it is, and there is much to indicate that the 
great powers would be better off if their 
armies and navies were reduced to interna- 
tional police forces. 


According to the most modern theories, 


war is a- condition in which every one gets the 
worst of it. What is most astounding, though, 
is the contention that the victor suffers 
more 


than the vanquished; that the greatest of 
indemnities brings the worst of misfortunes. 
S 


UPPOSE, for instance, that America should 


go ahead and fight Japan, as ^Representative 
Richmond Pearson Hobson seems so afraid 
she will have to do. 
Suppose, again, that 


ihe shouldn't get licked, as the congressman fears, 
but that she should be so signally victorious that 
ehe could collect a billion dollars' worth of in- 
demnity. 


That would merely mean, if 
the 
amount 


were divided per capita among- the one hundred 
million Americans, just a ten-spot for each one— 
not enough for a respectable Saturday night's spree. 


As a m a t t e r of fact, though, this great sum 


vrould not be apportioned among the inhabitants 
of the nation and of its possessions. 
The 


population would be privileged to take u proper 
pride in the victory of its nrmy and navy, and 
that's all the aforesaid population would get 
out of it. 


What would actually happen, in all proba- 


bility, would bo the sudden dumping of a billion 
dollars into the circulating medium of the 
country. 
As the normal volume of trade would 


Lave created no such demand for the tremendous 
sum. the result would be that money would 
become so much cheaper and more plentiful that 
more of it would he required to buy the ordinary 
necessities of life. 
The real purchasing power 


of the people would be lessened, there would be 
a consequent lessening of the demand for the 
preat staples of life, a lessening of the demand 
for labor, a still further lessening of the pur- 
chasing power of families, and so en right down 
the line—a lessening in everything. 


This is no mere theory. 
Actually it is what happened when Germany 


licked France. 


Having exacted a billion dollars as the price 


of being conquered, Bismarck and his country- 
men were in high glee, and prepared to enjoy 
their spoils. 


'."hen the unexpected turned up. 
France went to work to pay her debt. She 


settled down and 
rip 
:lf the most -pros- 


perous nation on the face of the earth. 
Her 


people, literally, went down in their socks, 
invested in government bonds, which paid good 
interest, and let Germany have the actual coin. 


Inside of a decade the German empire, which* 


Bismarck had welded Together with an almost 
s-uperhvtnian expenditure of energy, was on the 
point of dissolution. The reason, the .Fr.rherland 
had not earned its billion.

part of the French -gold was^'aumpcd into the 
banking system of the conquerors., it ;o disturbed 


the bn lance of credit that, inside 
of a year, the defeated nation was 
in a position to crow over its vic- 
torious rival. A. few more years 
and the soul of Bismarck was torn 
by the keenest agony, because he 
sa.w the political structure he had 
erected as his grea.t lifework crum- - 
bling into financial deca3".

infallibly cause." 


It seems almost impossible to realize that, 


without warning, so great a power as our inter- 
national banking, system should grow up in a 
matter of thirty or forty years, and that all tha 
facrs and theories, upon which world affairs havo 
been governed for so many centuries have beea 
swept away. 


By no means, though, does "the great illu- 


sion" prevent the civilized nations from con- 
stantly spending greater amounts for the mean* 
with which to destroy each other.

mately the armies of the' six "world powers" 
cost a billion a year, and the navies half ai 
much more. 


ON THE INCREASE 


Despite the greatness.of this sum, and" ths 


wonders it might accomplish if applied to th« 
practical 
welfare 
of humanity—the improved 


sanitation of cities, the building of good roads 
and the general development of national re- 
sources—scarcely a really great nation is making 
any serious attempt to decrease its military, 
expenses. 


Generally the trend is all the other way. 


But recently England issued her naval estimate* 
for next year, amounting to nearly $222,000,000, 
or an increase of $19,000,000 over the previous 
twelvemonth. 
Of this amount, 575,319,000 is lot

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Murderer Tells Court of Crime 


He Committed to Wreak. 


Vengeance. 


Fifteen Workmen Are Burned 


to Death On Barge When 


Lamp Is Upset. 


(By GEORGE FRASER.) 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 1.—The dis- 


trict court of St. Petersburg is delving 
Into the secrets of the "Black Hundred" 
organization In the trial of a man named 
Laretchkln, who Is charged with having 
murdered a factory workman in 1906 by 
tiring four revolver shots at him. It has 
been shown that crimes were plotted and 
carried out with boldness, but that im- 
munity was enjoyed for many years by 
these so-called monarchists. The Black 
Hundred came into existence ostensibly 
to wreak vengeance upon the Russian 
Terrorists and protect the monarchy. 


After committing the crime for which 


he is on trial and which In its last analy- 
lis is the "Black Hundred" organization, 
that is on trial Laretchkln went to the 
room of another of the Black Hundred 
and, after changing his clothes, returned 
to the street and calmly watched Ills 
•rictim being transported to the hospital. 
Laretchkln was arrested In connection 


with the murder of Dr. Herzenstein, and 
was sentenced to six years' imprison- 
ment. He consequently appeared in the 
dock in convict garb. 
His two fellow 


prisoners at the Herzenstein trial, Polov- 
neff and Kraskawsky, were also con- 
demned, but subsequently received par- 
'lon. 


ADMITS MURDER. 


" > Laretchkin admitted having murdered 


'Muchln by order of the Black Hundred 
"superiors." 
He added. that he was 
threatened with death unless he carried 
out their orders. Mucnin was to be "re- 
moved" for having furnished the Social- 
ist workmen in the factory where he was 
'employed with a list of the hands who 
belonged to tho Black Hundred. As the 
.result the latter wore driven from- the 
'factory. 
Laretchkin proceeded to relate that af- 
ter the murder of Muchln Krastowsky 
told him to have no fear. Nothing would 
come of It. 


A Black 
Hundred workman named 


Xrixa testified that Krasktowsky, as chief

vltch-—a mission which was likewise en- 
trusted to one of his companions named 
Bulaleff by M. Bulazel, the official law- 
yer of the organization. 
Dr. Dubrovin 
i;ave Bualioff $5 by -way of advanuce, re- 
marking to him that M. Petrunkevitch 
spoke too much In the Duma. 
Were it not for the "protection" no- 


toriously extended to the Black Hundred 
over a long period, the evidence of the 
policeman Kudrlavzeff would be almost 
incredible. 
He actually witnessed the 


murder o£ Muchln, but explained that he 
did not attempt to arrest Laretchkin be-

rested the supposed "Jack the 
Ripper." 
Tho suspected man Is Richard Benne- 
n'.ta, aged twenty-eight, and he is charg- 
ed with attacking: thirty-five women. 
The arrest recalls the ghastly aeries of 


crimes -which terrified Berlin for two 
years, when the repeated attacks on wo- 
men resulted in the organization of civ- 
ilian defense leagues. 


At first the Ripper began his outrages 
by attacking children. 


Berliner? had hoped that the last had 


been heard of Ripper outrages, but 
in 
February 1909 the city was startled 
to 


find that ten women and girls had been 
attacked in five days, and before 
the 


first week was over twenty-six outrages 
had been reported. 
Frantic appeals came in to the police, 
begging them to do something to cope 
with the reign of terror. Special -watch- 
men were hired as tramway-men, .mem- 
bers of the fire brigade, and postmen 
were 
made special constables, and the 


publin were warned not to waste time 
in assisting the victim, but to rjo 
the 
utmost to catch tho criminal. 


Among 
the 
victims 
was 
the little 


daughter of a banker, who was attacked 
while walking out with her governess. 
The audacity of the criminal may 
be 
gathered from the fact that one attack 
look place In a house containing a branch 
police station. 


The panic state of the police got to 


such a pitch that the chief of police pub- 
lished the suggestion that women 
and 
girls should carry a tiny sack of flour, 
and If attacked pour it over the assail- 
ant so that he might bo recognized by 
the state of his clothing.

A husband's novel revenge against a 
man who had kissed his wife had its se- 
quel in the criminal court whore an en- 
gineer summoned a 
manufacturer for 


having insulted him.

THAN WORLD BELIEVES 


LONDON, April 1.—Professor Sir J: J. 


Thomson delivered the first of a series of 
addresses on "Radiant Energy and Mat- 
ter" at the Royal Institution a few days 
ago. 


"The amount of energy sent to us from 


the sun," he said. "Is larger than many 
people realize. 
It has been shown by 


measurements that when the sun Is shin- 
ing in a clear sky it transmits to the 
earth power which corresponds to 7000 
horsepower per acre. 
At present 
this 


power is practically wasted, and -gener- 
ally warms those places where an addi- 
tion to the temperature could be well 
dispensed with. If we knew how to har- 
ness this power we could, by lowering 
the temperature of th eearth a degree or 
so, obtain all the power necessary to run 
tha work of the world. 


"There is no doubt that In the energy 


of the sun lies a great resource to fall 
back upon -when other powers are all 
used up."

ended in a verdict of acquittal. 
Arthur 


Norman Verley, 21, the son of a wealthy 
planter who is president of the Jockey 
Club in 
Jamaica, 
t and 
well 
known 


throughout the island, was charged with 
the murder, by poison, of a singularly 
beautiful woman named Florence Rob- 
inson, 28, the wife of a Kingston solici- 
tor. 
The two had known each other for 


some years and wero blindly ini' jated 
with each other. The friendship between 
the two reached a sta'ge at which their 
relatives thought it necessary to inter- 
fere, 
t 
The father and the mother pleaded with 
their 
misguided 
son, 
the 
woman's 
brother-in-law reasoned with her, and 
the lad's father plainly told her that the 
youth would be reduced to poverty un- 
less their clandestine meetings ceased. 
But all to no purpose. The woman be- 
lieved she could not live without.the boy. 
They met in a lonely wood in the 
island and on the following day her dead 
body was found wrapped in young Ver- 
ley's coat. He was the bearer of the 
terrible news to Mrs..Robinson's brother- 
in-law, and then it was found that he, 
too, had partaken of the -same poison 
as that which had caused her death. 
The crown' authorities of Jamaica be- 
lieved it was a case of suicide mutually 
agreed upon, and as the law says that 
the survivor In such a case 
is guilty of 
murder, Verley had to stand his trial on 
the 
capital 
charge. Verley, 
it 
was 
stated, obtained the poison—morphia—by 
representing that it was for the purpose 
or destroying a diseased monkey. 
Having obtained the 
drug, 
he pro- 
ceeded to Mona, a little way out of the 
town, 
where 
there 
is 
anearthquake- 
ruined house In charge of a coolie care- 
taker. Here Mrs. Robinson was await- 
ing for him, 
She had written asking htm to meet 


her, 
and the prosecution suggested that 
the desperate lovers agreed to die to- 
gether. This, at least, Is known. Tha 
defense centered around the point that 
Verley, being cognizant of Mrs. Robin- 
son's distracted state of mind, bought 
the poison as a means of pacifying, her. 
This view was accepted by the jury and 
Verley was acquitted 
o*. murder. Next 
day he pleaded "guilty" to attempted 
suicide, but the presiding judge dealt 
leniently with him, and set him free.

indeed in the social scale.

affection for a littlewaif, Hannibal, wlm

•alon£ the upward path, finally regener- 
ated and redeemed. 


A romantic iove story IB Interwoven in 


that of 'The Prodigal Judge," lending a 
happy romance 
to 
adventure, and the 


'scenes of the novel are laid 
in North 


Carolina and Tennessee, the time being in 
Andrew Jackson days. 


Tho reader would do well to linger long 


In tho earlier chapters of this clever 
novel. 
There lies in every man's heart 


something primitive, something elemental, 
a crude strength—unaffected by -what civ- 
ilization may bring. 
And one finds this 


expressed In the earlier chapters of "The 
Prodigal Judg-e." One finds reflected that 
sweep of movement of action, of adven- 
ture, which makes 
the 
charm of the 


Homeric epics; one finds a rude sense 
of Justice; here is human nature in the 
heart of life. 


There is something more added: that 


saving grace of humor which the march 
of time has brought to us.

glances here and there from the pages;

chapter, bringing a breath of life's glad- 
ness. 


FORGE TO FOREGROUND. 


It is rare In the 
history of modem 


American literature for a book to have 
so many characters which fairly forge to 
the foreground. 
In that respect it is 


quite like one of IMckens' famous nov- 
els. 


Dear Little Hannibal, the small boy of 


the story. Is a very natural, lovable lad. 
One follows his varying fortunes with a 
warm feeling at one's heart. He Is such 
a pathetic, helpless little waif. 
There is 


"Yancy," who takes care of little Han- 
nibal, just for love of the child, and In 
Yancy one has a fine character sketch of 
the typical Southerner, "the poor white" 
of old days, lazy, idle, honest, shiftless, 
quaint, full of courage, and with a chiv- 
alrous code of honor. 


One outline of his Ufa Is given us In- 


an effective word picture: 


"In the deep peace that rested like a 


benediction on the pine clad slopes of 
Scratch Hill, the boy Hannibal followed 
at Yancy's heels, as 'that gentleman fol- 
lowed the not arduous rounds of temper- 
ate industry, which made up his dally 
life, for 
If Yancy were not completely 


idle, he was responsible for a counterfeit 
presentment of idleness, Having most of 
the merits of the real article. 
Ho toiled 


casually in a small cornfield, and a yet 
smaller truck patch, but his work always 
when it began at all, and he was ea.sily 
dissuaded from continuing it- Indeed his 
attitude towards It seemed to challenge 
interference."

Sometimes we ain't qble to, but that's 
our aim."

thrilling- tale of an attack in which

,cy is thrown into the 
river 
for dead. 


Little Hannibal runs away and escapes. 


i 
And here wo come to chapters most 


reminiscent of Dickens' best work, the 
character studies op.o finds for instance, 
'in tho famous Mtcawbers. 
For we are 


•introduced to the Cavendishes, who are 
,float Ing down the river on tho rp.ft which 
irf their home. 
The raft Is a houseboat, 


with two shanties 
on 
it, 
and "a pen 


which housed a highly domestic family ot 
pigs, while half a dozen chickens en- 
joyed a restricted liberty." 


Thorn were six little Cavendishes, and 


one can sea that the author loves them. 
overy one. 
Ho never forg-cts them, and 


they are wonderfully amusing, and some 


of , the finest character work in the ,book 
Is bestowed on them. Alive to every ex- 
citement are the six little Cavendishes.. 


It was their father 
who discovered 


Yancy In the river, and pulls hi man .board 
the raft, 
"polly", was the name -of Mrs. 


Cavendish, and one loves Polly from'the 
start. 
When she saw Yancy, her cry 


aroused the denizens of the raft. 


"The" "tow. heads of.the. six little, Caven- 


d ish.es rose promptly from e, long* bol- 
ster In the smaller of the two shanties, 
and as promptly six little Cavendishes, 
eztch draped in a single nou-committal 
ffarment, apparently cut by one pattern, 
and not at all 'according: to the wearers 
years or length, of limb, tumbled forth 
from their shelter. 
" 'Oh, put him In our bed/ cried all the 


little Cavendishes."

TRIES TO GET HELP. 


Cavendish tries to get help for him at

Cavendish 


glanced toward the shore, then he--lifted 
his voice again, giving It as his :oplnlon 
that he was the only Christian seen in 
those parts in the last fifty years. Ha 
offered to fight any gentleman who felt 
disposed to challenge this assertion. Hu 
sprang suddenly aloft, knocked his bare 
heels together and uttered an ear-pierc- 
ing whoop. Ha subsided and gazed off 
into the red eye of the sun which "was 
slipping back of the trees. Presently he 
spoke again. He offered to licit any gen- 
tleman who felt aggrieved by his previous 
remarks for fifty cents, for a drink of 
whiskey, for a chew of tobacco, for noth- 
ing—with one hand tied behind him!

to Ms principles to the day of Ills death, 
and never riz his hands except to feed, 
himself."

"During all the long days that followed, | 


Mr. Yancy was forced to admit that these 
titled friends of his were, despite their 
social position, uncommon white in their 
treatment of him. 
The Earl of 
Lam- 


beth consorted with him in that fine 
spirit that recognlz.es the essential broth- 
erhood of man, while his Lady Countess 
was. as Yancy observed, on tha whole, a 
person of simple and uncorrupted tastes. 
She habitually went barefoot, both as a 
matter of comfort and economy, and she 
smoked her cob pipe, as did those other 
leaders of Lincoln county, who had 
mar- 


ried into far less exalted stations than 
her own. 
He put these simple survivals 


down to her

Is also a strongly 
drawn character. 
HP dares to attempt 


big- things, and

conclusion. 


Miss Betty Is the least original character 
in the book, an d s he 
does 
not arouse 


one's keen Interest as do most of the oth- 
er characters hi the book. 
Nevertheless 


she is the center of very exciting 
epi- 


sodes at Belle Plain. 


PRODIGAL JUDGE. 


And now, one meets the Prodigal Jud:re. 


Hannibal, in his fight, falls in with Ma- 
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haffy,. the typical old Southern politician, 
and they both" meet The Prodigal Judge, 
"Judge Sibcurn Price,", and now we come 
upon something- infinitely tender, .some- 
thing pathetic, and very touching; in the 
picture of these two vagabonds, faring 
.along together, between- them caring for. 
the; little boy Hannibal. ., 


"And 
a little child -shall lead them." 


It Is the • most exquisitely human touch 


of the .story. 
Aiid 
across 
Its pathos 


strikes always the gleam of humor, as 
one listens to the Judge and -Mahaffy 
dis- 


coursing on, literature- and politics—most 
always on politics. 


-And the two disreputable old wayfarers 


take their, way toward Memphis, with the 
little child between them. 
And it falls 


to the Prodigal Judge to .do most of tho 
foraging. He pauses in his career to say: 


"If any man can grasp the possibili- 


ties of a likely looking trucjk-patch at a 
glance, I am that man." 
lie took It upon 


himself to forage for the three. His be- 
ginnings had been modest' enough; a few 
ears of corn, a few hills of potatoes and 
the like had satisfied him. Then one night 
he appeared in camp with two streaks 
of scarlet down the side of his face. 


"Are you hurt, Price?" aske,d Mahaffy. 
"It's 'only a trickle of stewi^ fruit. I 


folded a couple of pies, and put them In 
the crown of my 
hat" 


Thxis .launched on a career of plunder, 


the judge very "speedily .accumulated a 
water bucket—used''.when one wished to 
milk a cow—an ax 'from a woodpile, a 
kettle from a. summer kitchen, a tin of 
soft soap, and an excellent blanket from 
a wash-line. 
, 


"For the boy, Solomon," he said gen- 


tly, "when he caught Mahaffy's steady dis- 
approving glance fixed upon him as he 
displayed this last trophy. 


"What sort of an example are you net- 


ting him?" 


"The world is full if examples I'd not 


recommend, Solomon. One must learn to 
discriminate. A body can no more follow 
all the examples than he can follow all 
the roads, and I submit that the ends of 
morality can aa well be served in show- 
Ing a child what he should not do as in 
showing- him what he should. Indeed," 1 
don't know but it's the finer educational 
idea!" 


Thereafter the Judge went through the 


land with an eye for wash-llnee,

"I'm looking for a change of linen for 


the boy, Solomon," he said. 
"Let me 


bring you a garment or two. 
Eh—how 


few men you'll find of my build; those 
last shirts I got were tight around the 
armholes and had no more tall than a 
rabbit I"

Two night later Mr. Mahaffy accepted 


a complete change of under linen, but 
without a visible sign of gratitude. 


A night later the 
judge 
disappeared 


from camp, and after a prolonged absence 
returned puffing and panting with threa 
watermelons, which proved to be green, 
since his activity had been much in ad- 
vance of the seaeon. 


And always, amid the most amusing 


discussions, they took their way slowly 
down the river to 
Memphis and Belie 
Plain. 


GOOD WORKMANSHIP. 


It shows good literary workmanship, 


the way in which the author brings all 
his different characters to Memphis, for 
the climax In the story. And he leads up 
to'the climax In a very masterful fash- 
ion. 
Events follow each other rapidly. 


We are led to see all the elements that 
make up the story; there is the effort to 
gain possession of the 
boy 
Hannibal; 


there is the unscrupulous brother who is 
robbing Betty at Belle Plain; there is the 
secret gang, who finally murder the brave 
Southerner at the door of the church; 
there is the capture of Betty Malroy and 
little Hannibal. 
. Carrlngton rescues them in the river, 
we see the rapid fight, for the raft of 
the Cavendishes has floated down upon 
the scene. 


Such a rattling good fight as It Is while 


it lasts; such spirit as it shows; such ad- 
venture! And oh, what a joy it is to the 
six little Cavendishes! 


"Can't you stop them?" asks Betty. 
"What fo'?" says Polly, opening her 


black eyes very wide. 
"Bless yo' tender 


heart! You don't need to worry none. We 
got them strange gentlemen licked like 
they was a passel of children! 
Connie 


you all mind that fire." 


She accurately 
judged 
the outcome 


of tho fight. Yancy and Carrlngton drop- 
ped aov.'n into the raft. 
Cavendish fol- 


lowed them, whooping his triumph as he 
came. 


And the story moves on to the graver 


measures. 
The 
Prodigal 
.ludg-e grows 


ever dearer to t;s. as his real manhood !s 
more and more 
revealed. 
We aro not 


surprised that one day there comes a let- 
ter for him, 
and 
we 
know 
that we 


are reading his real name, "Colonel Slo- 
cum Price Turuervllle." 


And it comes to the judge to avenge a 


great wrong, in the interests of little 
Hannibal. In the gray dawn, the Jxidge is 
to fight a duel. But alas, for his good in- 
tentions! 
The corn whisky of the night 


before lias done Its deadly -work, and he 
is locked in his room by the landlord. 


There is a touch of pathos, a touch of 


the sublime in that early morning 
pic- 
ture. 


JUDGE 
APPEARS. 


The belated judge appears on the scene, 


to find that Mahaffy has kept the tryst— 
and that he Is fatally wounded. 
Infinitely 


beautiful is the parting of the old friends'. 
They have known together their days of 
vagabondage—they have joyed and sor- 
rowed, side by side. 


All about them was the sweet fresh- 


ness of the morning, the glow of early 
dawn. 
And making one last effort Ma- 


haffy said: 


"Price, you are still a man i;o be reck- 


oned with. Take your place for the boy's 
sake and keep it-—you can." 


"By God's good help I will, Solomon," 


said the judge. And we know it is a 
promise that will be Cully kept. 


The closing scenes -In the book are all 


dramatic. 
There is the great court room 


scene, when the power of the outlaw gang 
is broken' forever, and where the judge 
shoots the friend who has been false to 
him. And there Is the dainty, yet strong 
iove scene where Carrlngton wins the 
hand of Betty Malroy.

A picture of "The 
Prodigal 
Judge" 


comes to us in the closing paragraph:

with the judge.

er order, it required tact, patience and 
persistence to transact business with him.

fls it possible for a nation In any real 
pense to "own" the territory of another

If England could conquer Germany to- 


morrow—completely conquer her, reduce 
her nationality to so much dust—would 
the ordinary British subject be the bet- 
ter for it? 


If Germany 
could 
conquer 
England, 


would any ordinary German cubject be 
the better for H? 
And then Mr. Angell ridicules every 
question asked, saying: 
"The fact that all these questions have 
to be answered in the negative, and that 
a negative answer seems to outrage com- 
jnon sense, shows how much our political 
axioms are in need of revision." 


And then the remarkable; reasoner pro- 
ceeds to argue that it is commercial su- 
premacy, and not military conquest, that 
makes a nation prosperous; that political 
power does not sell the products of a 
nation's iieids or factories. 
Pointing out 
that the bonds of slightly armed nations, 
like Sweden and Switzerland and Hol- 
land, sell 
higher than, those of most ol 
the great powers, he declares: 
"It is a physfcial and economic impos- 
sibility to capture the external carrying 
trade of another nation by military con- 
quest. Large navies 
are 
Impotent to 
create trade 
for tho 
nations owning 
them, and can do nothing to 'confine the 
commercial rivalry' of other nations. Nor 
cah a conqueror destroy the competition 
of a conquered nation by annexation; 
his competitors would still compote with 
him—-i. e., if Germany conquered Hot- 
land, German merchants would still have 
to meet the competition of Dutch mer- 
chants, and on keener terms than orig- 
inally, because 
tho Dutch 
merchants 


-would then bo within the German's cus- 
toms lines. 
Moreover, Germans would 
not be able to take a penny piece 
from 
the citizens of Holland to reimburse the 
cost of conquest, as any special taxation 
would simply be taxing Germans, since 
Holland would then be a part of Ger- 
many; the notion that the trade compe- 
tition of rivals can be disposed of by 
conquering thoso rivals being one of the 
Illustrations of the curious optical Illu- 
sion which lies behind the misconcep- 
tion dominating this subject. 
None need re-read this 
last lump of 
big words to lind outwh at they mean. 
Mr. Angell simply says, in polite lang- 
uage, that the whola thing is bally rot.

One form of disease which seems to 


rrjakc an easy conquest' of the old giants

withers and turns brown, then limb after 
limb is affected until finally the whole 
structure is but a mass of dead wood 
and dry leaves.

the heart of the tree rots away. 


Many die of old age. 
The live oak 


is not as long lived a tree as Is popu- 
larly supposed, its longest lease of life 
being no more than fifty or sixty years.

'the map of the world, but divided against itself,-for two-factions ever were striving, for 
supremacy in the social whirl.

On the streets and in the front ya»ds of the pretty little-cottages women would wrangle, 


men would quarrel and .play petty tricks upon each other, and the children seldorn knew what 
it was to have a peaceful day among themselves. The trouble was, the people did not live in 
the right houses, for in that town a man's neighbors invariably were his enemies, which was 
all wrong. 
• - 


In one street, for instance,, a dyspeptic individual 


was one day seen'to_ viciously, kick at his neighbor's 
canine, while to a hitching -pose in front of one house 
another man" had' chained a wheelbarrow which 
belonged to a despised neighbor. 


In front of their dwellings men would meet and,, 


instead of passing a few pleasant remarks they invari- 
ably would call' up' old sores and complain of their 
actions as respectable, .neighbors. 
While the men 


fussed, the women stood at the gates and'quaireled.

The children were, the ..greatest menace to .the 


peace of the town. Every mother'thinks her child is 
just about right, and when two boys or two girls 
belonging to neighboring families had a misunder< 
standing, their mothers always blamed the other child. 


.Washerwomen would'meet in the streets and: in 


the back yards and when they'did .a spat was inevit- 
able, for'while-one woman extolled the good points of 
the woman for whom she worked. the"'other upbraided 
her unmercifully for. her supposed shortcomings. 


Naturally, this was a condition of affairs with which I had no patience, and therefore I set about _one 


bright moonlight night to straighten matters out. 
Noiselessly and with dispatch I cut the village up*-into 


numerous squares, one house to a square of ground, Cutting dikes all the way around each square. 
A large 


pond at one end of the village helped me wonderfully, for through this I pushed each block of land as I would 


raft. _ It .was arduous work, but the peace of the village was upon my shoulders. 


In this fashion I moved the village about three rniles farther down the valley, for I had worked only a" 


short time when I discovered that the town was built upon an ocean of quicksand which any day was.liable to 
engulf the community.

inseparable.

the cigars to his former foes. Housewives stood at the fence and gossiped and talked fashions, while the washer-' 
women forgot their, grievances and worked better than ever before.

Both of these concerns announced today 
that already they were receiving appli- 
cations for accommodations on steam- 
ships scheduled to sail soon. The travel1 
between San Francisco and the Islands 
on the Pacific Mail liners is. also ex- 
pected to be greatly augmented. 


The Pacific Mail liner Korea, Captain 


Saunders, which sailed from Honolulu 
on Friday, is due in San Francisco next 
Thursday. 
Of its 189 cabin passengers 


99 are from tha island port. The steer- 
age list is one of the largest in a long 
time. 
It consists of 400 ' Asiatics, of 


whom 254 are Chinese and Filipino la- 
borers for the Alaska Packers' Associa- 
tion. 
The cargo amounts to 7200 tons 


of general freight, including 130 to,ns of 
general and 33 tons of raw silk for over- 
land shipment.

Some of the New York critics roasted Redding-'-s 
,Mjrk. Other New York critics, and those the high- 
e^t, praised it heartily and pointed out the weaknesses 
justly.

But about all we've had or heard is the harsh criti- 


cisms. 
We have been told nothing, of the praise. 


Now the fact is, "Natoma" is running in New 


York, Philadelphia and Baltimore to the biggest busi- 
ness ever known in grand opera; with the single ex- 
ception of "Parsifal." That is the best criticism, after 
all, and the wads of royalties jingling into the pockets 
of Redding and Victor Herbert, the composer, would 
make the critics jump with envy. 


Then, too, Redding was promptly commissioned 


to write the book for another opera and is now at 
work upon it. He had so many offers to accept his 
work that had he wished to do so he might have de- 
voted the rest of his life to this sort; of literary labor. 
But from the mpst we have had reprinted or retailed 
for us we would ;be led to believe that the libretto"1 of 
"Natoma" was one of the monumental failures'of the 
age. 
How One Critic Fooled 'Em 


During the success of "Natoma's" first productions 


there was a big banquet in honor of Herbert and Red- 
ding, and at that banquet all the critics were seated— 
the men who had called the lyrics puerile and the 
scenario piffle and the ensemble amateurish. 'They 
sat cheek by jowl with author and composer. 


During the course of the speech-making, Fink, of. 


the New York Evening Post rose and soon began to 
read extracts from operatic criticism. He reeled off 
paragraph after paragraph something tike this: 


"As for the libretto, it is strangely amateurish." 
'' The composer is hampered by a silly book." 
''The.lyrics are nothing short of piffle." 
People at that banquet began to fidget and hang 


on tenterhooks. What on earth was Fink driving at 
in dragging up such disagreeable stuff? 
Was he try-, 


ing to break up the evening in a row? 


But when they looked anxiously at the speaker his 


his face broke into a broad grin. 


"Oh," said he, "I'forgot to infornvyou itha-t'the 


critical extracts'I was reading were not concerning 
the grand opera, 'Natoma.' Those are extracts from 
the German critics on the first presentation of Wag- 
ner's 'Tristan and Isolde.' " 


Everybody there caught the point, and Fink sat 


down in a gale of laughter, in which laughter it may 
be imagined Joe Redding led all the rest. 
Who Are the Great Librettists '?' 


As a matter of fact, the book of a grand opera 


doesn't amount to much as literature. Can any of you 
recall the librettist of any of the great operas? . Who. 
wrote the book of "Aida"—of "Carmen"—of-"The 
Barber"? These men left no literary fame, but they 
constructed scenarios and grouped ensembles', and' 
dashed off lyrics that were what the composer needed 
as'the groundwork for his music. 


There has been some local effort to belittle Red- 


ding's lyrics—to show that they are not great poetry. 
But has any one pointed out that the}- contain no line 
that is not singable? Has any one compared them 
with the rum-te-tum lyrics of recognized operas? 


Lyrics in opera amount to little if the words-only 


fit the singer's throat so they can come trippingly 
from the tongue. "La' douna e mobile" is merely a 
lilting announcement that "woman is changeable; 
light as a feather." It has about as much relation to 
literature as a street singer's .jingle. 
But for all of 


that it was sufficient to give Ycrdi his chance for im- 
mortality. 


Nobody ever thinks of singing, except in oratorio 


or recitative, the great literary poems—Homer, Vir- 
gil, Dante, Milton. Whqn Shakespeare has a charac- 
ter burst into song it is not in the soliloquy of Ham- 
let, the address of Marc Antony or FalstafTs cynic- 
ism on honor. Instead, a fool sings: 


"The man that makes his toe 


What he his heart should make, 


Shall of a corn cry woe, 


And turn his sleep to wake." 


I wonder what the critics would have said to that 


—or even to the "Under the Greenwood Tree"? Sure- 
ly these are not lyrics to win a world's applause. 
A Great Man Peeved Again

dening woe we cannot have everything our own way, 


even-when we have .more money than-we know what 
to do with. I refer to-the case of Henry K Hunting- 
ton, the. nephew of his uncle. -

-doctor are told of with hideous particularity. 


So, if you should happen to get one of the books 


when it first comes along, hang on to it as a literary 
curiosity, for the edition is apt to be limited as soon 
as the government gets its eye upon it. 
What Are the leal Restaurants to Do? 


You. may or may not have noticed as you walk the 


streets of-San Francisco the impotent protests of cer- 
tain women against the cafeterias. 
What I wonder' 


is, how long-the restaurant proprieors can make head- 
way against these places. 


Not long ago we used to boast that there wasn't a 


cafeteria in all San Francisco. Now they are opening 
up' everywhere—and apparently prospering. Some of 
them are huge. For instance, there is one in the base- 
ment of the Phelan building that pays in rent'$1500 a 
month. The average number of meals served is over 
2000 a day, .and across the street is another cafeteria

in a cafeteria, it may be told you that, the distinctive 
feature is that you wait on yourself.

It is.therefore deemed meet and proper that the

It--is safe to assume that the choice of a site has 


narrowed down -as between Golden Gate Park and 
Harbor View, the weight of present approval being 
with the latter. 'As the question of transportation of 
both passengers and freight is paramount to the suc- 
cess of the exposition, it is claimed that a frontage on 
the Bay of San Francisco is essential in order 
that 


passengers may be landed at the grounds by boat, 
and thereby greatly..relieve the traffic question.

There is gossip on California street in the vicinity 


of the exposition headquarters that the committee is 
not as harmonious as it was a few weeks since and 
before Congress selected San Francisco as the Gov- 
ernment site. There is also talk of reorganizing the 
committee. One of the alleged causes of this ^condi- 
tion is that Governor Johnson has arrayed himself in 
opposition to many of the suggestions of the com- 
mittee, thereby creating friction. 


But this tattle is probably idle, as it comes largely 


from those commercial hy.ppcondriacs who laid all 
their physical and .financial ailments, for a period, to 
the failure of Congress to act on the site. When San 
Francisco was chosen they recuperated

McKinlay's Postmasters 


Congressman William Kent of the Second District

Thomas T. Williams, the brilliant ne\vs; apcr man 


of the Hearst papers, who;.died 'in New 
York a few

-banquets. Now they have gone farther. They have 
' blue penciled a lot of expenses and free entertainment 
-by which tfi.ey have effected in the aggregate a saving 
.of $60,000 a year. All Eastern and foreign advertising 
has been cancelled. Pursers and. captains of steam- 
' ships are no longer; td 'be given free -rooms and board 
; for advising passengers to go to the hotels". This is 
/a decided innovation. Outside agents In Los Angeles, 
New York, Honolulu and Hongkong have been dis- 
charged. 
The same fate has happened to Messrs., 


'Sexton and Steele, respectively the advertising man- 
. agers of the St.. Francis and Palace and Fairmont. No 
more solicitors and interpreters are to be sent to the 
steamship docks after guests from among 
incoming, 


passengers. Jules Qerfpyt, the most "famous of these 
interpreters, has long enjoyed a salary and free room 


and board from the Palace and Fairmont people. He 
finds himself out in, the. cold. .The 
^ high-priced'in-. 


terpreter of the St. .Francis fyas been "given . similiar 
treatment. The three•ihptelsAby;their friendly, working 
policy think they can continue 
to ,get the -'business 


without these various expenditures. 
If they cannot, 


they will decide upon some other'plan. They are after 
'dividends with a'vengeance this'year; Eventually I 
predict this friendly working agreement will go still 
farther. It will not be long before the three hostelries 
will be managed by one company, an operating con- 
cern which will not own the properties but "will man- 
age them and probably own all the furnishings. In 
that' way the three' hotels think they will- be in fine 
shape to. handle the world's fair .travel against any 
kind of competition which may1 arise. 
The ShacK Problem 


•The so-called shack problem is still vexatious and 


exasperating. 
Here it is almost five years, since the 


big fire and yet 689. shacks, or temporary frame build- 
•ings, are still within ,the fire limits. They represent 
.a cost of $2,067,000. Originally there were 3500 of 
these structures, which were put up at a total cost of 
$10,500,000. 
The 
Board of 
Supervisors is acting 


childish with the problem. The charter plainly and 
.expressly provides that no frame structures shall be 
erected within the fire limits.. Fire Marshal Towle told 
the board the other day that as an emergency meas- 
ure it was proper to have had the shacks for the first 
two years. - The emergency has long since past and 
he says the Supervisors and the Board of Public 
Works have no other alternative but to order down all, 
those remaining. These structures 
are a consta'nt 


menace and their continued existence 
is unjust to 


those who have erected lawful building's or those who 
want to make such improvements. Let me illustrate: 
The owner of a lot near Slitter street and 
Grant 


'avenue wants to. erect a .modern $100,000 structure. 
-.The insurance people say they will have to charge 
him 4 per cent because adjoining his lot.- there are 
three of these shacks. Others, who have already built 
proper structures, are suffering from a high rate of 
insurance for the same reason. Wealthy people, still 
maintain shacks on their Market street lots, enjoying 
large rents 
from them" and 
disfiguring the 
main 


thoroughfare. There is not the least excuse for this 
condition of affairs. 
O'wners of shacks on Van Ness 


avenue have been pulling them down at a rapid rate, 
mainly because there is no longer a demand for them. 
'An insurance man says that the various insurance 
.companies have received in the way of premiums on 
San'Francisco shacks 'an aggregate 
of $1,800,000. 


The high rate has made the business fairly profitable 
in spite of a number of .fires in the structures. 
The 


business is not desired as a. permanent thing, however, 
owing to the fire risks such Buildings involve. 


I saw E. S. Moulton, president of the First 


National Bank of Riverside, in town yesterday. Some 
years ago Moulton was a large orange shipper along 
with E". T. Earl, the Los Angeles reformer. In the 
days when.:the payment of rebates to shippers by-.the 
railroads was not' contrary to law, Moulton. got his 
share .of rebates just as Earl did. The latter, how- 
ever, owned a refrigerator car line and got more re- 
bates than any other man in Southern California. On 
one occasion Interstate 
Commerce Commissioner 


Prouty went.to Los Angeles to hold an inquiry about 
the rebate problem. Moulton 
was one of the wit- 


nesses and created a sensatiqn. .Prouty had asked a 
lot of shippers if they had been paid rebates by the 
Chicago Great Western Railroad. They all admitted 
the company had naid them rebates. When Moulton 
was sworn as a witness and asked the same question 
he denied ever having received rebates from that com- 
pany. Prouty eyed the witness closely and with a 
puzzled expression. 


"You are positive you never got any rebates from 


the Chicago Great Western?-' Prouty asked him again. 


"Positive, sir." 
"Why not, may I ask?" 
"Because," was the reply, "I got larger 
rebates 


from other roads and .gave them my business.5' 
Society Women Who Steal 


Mabel C. Lansing, the widow of Gerrit L. Lansing, 


is the only prominent society woman in San Francisco 
in 'a period of twenty years who has been publicly 
charged with theft. About twenty years ago: another 
San Francisco woman, a member of a well-known 
family, was charged with stealing in London while on 
a visit there. She, however, did not get into the courts 
as Mrs. Lansing has done. It is a terrible predica- 
ment that Mrs. Lansing finds herself in and many 
hope that Dr. J. Wilson Shiels' testimony'that she is 
a sufferer from "profound neurasthenia" will enable 
her to go free. 
One of the leading retail drygoods 


men of the city in talking of the Lansing case tells 
me there are other society women who steal. 
They 


have been caught in the stores, but their relatives have 
alwavs acted so promptly in making restitution and 
bringing influence to bear that no expose and disgrace 
have 
followed. This man is a believer in klepto- 


mania as a disease. He says he knows of one or two 
instances where women possessed of means and mov- 
ing in good society have stolen articles of value from 
his store. In each case he has apprised their husbands, 
who have settled without question and informed him 
that such conduct on the .part of their wives was the 
skeleton in their closets and they had tried in vain to 


cure them of the habit. In his opinion the arrest and 
public trial of Mrs. Lansing will encourage the retail 
merchants to arrest some well-to-do women who per- 
sistently steal from them, trusting to influence to save 
them when, caught. 
Another merchant says that a 


certain society woman never comes into his store but 
what she is closely watched because of her suspicious 
actions on one or two" occasions. He, 
too, 
thinks 


kleptomania 
is a disease, 'but says . kleptomaniacs 


should either be punished or restrained in some way. 
Dentists For the Army 


Several dentists in this, city and Oakland are seek- 


ing to become army officers in view of the fact that 
Congress at the session recently ended passed an ap- 
propriation act which provides a dental corps for the 
army to consist of sixty commissioned-officers with 
the rank of first lieutenant. Dentists in" the 
army 


have heretofore served under contract. The new law 
provides that those who have served for three years 
under contract may be commissioned 
as first lieu- 


tenants in the dental corps. When the contracts were 
made w'ith the dentists the examination was only a 
professional one. Those of them who have 
served 


three years will now be subjected to physical examina- 
tion before receiving their commissions in the dental 
•corps. Original appointees for duty as dentists in .the 
army will hereafter serve for three years as acting 
dental surgeons, with the same official status, pay and 
allowances as.the contract dental surg'eons heretofore 
authorized by law, before being eligible to receive per- 
manent commissions.

The "Bully" Course af Berkeley. 


Colonel Roosevelt 'has provoked so much discussion by what 


he has said about politics, particularly by his criticism of the Cali- 
fornia courts and his endorsement of the proposition to apply _ the 
recall to judges in this State, that people generally have lost sight 
of his mission to this coast. 
He has been making public - speeches 


all along the road, all strongly tinctured with the kaleidoscopic 
political views of the ex-President. .These speeches have not only 
stirred the public pulse, but they have distracted attention from the 
object of his visit, why he came and what he is here to do. 


That is unfortunate, for Colonel Roosevelt came 'here as an 


educator. He was called to deliver lectures at Berkeley and Stan- 
'ford for the Earl foundation.. He appeared at those institutions as 
'an instructor, as a teacher, and our purpose in alluding to this fact 
is to inquire what lesson of value he has inculcated; what knowl- 
edge, material or ethical, he has imparted. 


Just now the .educational methods in vogue at our institutions. 


of higher learning are under examination. The cost of higher edu- 
cation is increasing at a tremendous rate, but the practical results 
are disappointing. 
At the leading American universities "frills". 


have in too many instances taken, the place of substantial accom- 
plishment. An endeavor has been made to make =r-^1^fs by a ma- 
chine method, by textbooks and .lectures instead o, aiudy and gen- 
uine work. Athletics have been turned, to promotion account and 
subtle appeals have been made in various ways to the love of sen- 
sation and variety. 
In it ai: is discerned the sham of the hippo- 


drome and the methods of the advertising agent. 
But what has 


true learning from it all? In what respect is human knowledge the 
gainer? In what has the cause of real education benefited? 


Colonel Roosevelt's speeches in the Greek Theater attracted 


vast audiences and advertised the University of California all over 
the land, for Colonel Roosevelt is a magnetic and popular man: He 
was cheered by the crowds who flocked to hear him, and so far as 
advertising could make it the university gained fame by his appear- 
ance as a speaker to its classes and visitors. But again we ask what 
new idea has he advanced; what branch of knowledge has he illumi- 
nated; what light has he thrown on dark places? In what has he 
instructed? How has true learning profited by what he said? 


It is not by way of disparagement that these questions are 


asked. The Colonel is always interesting. He appeals to the emo- 
tions of the multitude; he is a born leader of men, and he has a 
happy faculty of touching and tickling the popular nerve. 
His 


abounding vitality, .his tremendous activity, his frank boldness^.of 
speech are attractive to men who admire vigor and courage, no mat- 
ter when or how exerted, whether in the forum or 'the prize ring, 
on the battle field or the highway. But after all is said and done, has 
Colonel Roosevelt contributed anything of value to the education 
of the young men and women who are being scholastically trained 
at Berkeley? Has the university gained anything beyond the no- 
toriety of his visit that it can count as an asset? Is it not a fact 
that the service Colonel Roosevelt has .rendered the university is 
akin to the service rendered by the bill board artist and the advertis- 
ing illustrator? Does it not differ only in degree from the per- 
formance of Elbert Hubbard .on the vaudeville stage? 


Again let us repeat that this is not. said in disparagement: of 


Colonel Roosevelt personally or of the views he has expressed. We 
have employed his mission to the University of California, as a'con- 
crete example of a tendency in modern education in the United 
States for purposes of inquiry and discussion—not of Colonel Roose- 
velt and the specific views he has expressed, but of the educational 
advantage he serves and the method he personifies. There was of 
course a general desire to see and hear so famous a man as Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, but is the mission of universities to put celebrities 
on view to their students? A famous man is not necessarily a good 
teacher. So far as we can see Colonel Roosevelt told the students 
at Berkeley nothing they did not know before, and what he said 
away from the university obscured what he said there. His modest 
praise of himself was only an encomium he deserved. Besides, every- 
body knew he was satisfied with himself and what- he has done. 
Was it worth while, from an educational standpoint, to bring him 
from Oyster Bay that he might say what he said in the Greek The- 
ater? 


It was taught in Greece twenty-four hundred years ago that 


good government rests upon sincerity, patriotism, wisdom and up- 
right character. "Thou shalt not steal" was engraved on the tab- 
lets of stone God handed to Moses. The ideals of government and 
morals were not illuminated, illustrated and enforced by the state- 
ment that the isthmus of Panama was seized that a canal might 
be cut through it. A successful coup is not necessarily a moral tri- 
umph, :.nd telling the story of it is not necessarily a contribution 
to the sum of human knowledge. 
: ' 
: 


Colonel Roosevelt's appearance at Berkeley was- sensational-; 


•,i that alone was it worthy of attention. A person comparatively 
:nknown would not have drawn a crowd, and a comparatively un- 
known man would have been scoffed at had he spoken in the same 
vein as the Colonel. It was not the matter, but the man that caught 
public attention and .gave dignity to utterances otherwise common- 
place and egotistic. Hence the-whole affair was a show—a Roosevelt 
show. 
It was spectacular and a success in the matter of .attend- 


ance, but was it of value to the university or the student body for all 
'that? Was it education in any sense? Was it not'rather a hippo- 
drome advertisement in which the? chief performer gave himself a 
'benefit and the crowd some expected thrills? It was "bully" though, 
but is "bully" one of the ideals that a university should inculcate? 


If President Diaz thought he would pacify the insurrectos by 


having his cabinet resign he was mistaken. The insurrectos want 
Diaz to resign. They refuse to be conciliated unless he does. What 
they really want is control of the government. That is what the 
insurgents in this country want, and when they get power they use 
it. more arbitrarily than anybody else. 


Farm Values and Farm Labor. 


Some interesting statistics regarding the increase in the value 


of farm products and the cost of producing.them is contained in a 
bulletin recently ' issued by the Agricultural Department. 
Farm 


laborers are now paid the highest wage scale in the history of the 
country—the -average • throughout the-United States being $27.50 
per month and board. In other respects, the condition of'the farm 
laborer has been improved; his hours are not .so long .and he has 
more comforts. His wages have increased fifty, per;cent .in the last 
twenty ,years. 
..' 
. . ,'".:':. 


But with all that"'he has not fared so'well as the landowner. 


The value of farm products -has gone up 120 per cent, while the wage 
of the farm laborer has .gone up fifty per cent. The value of farm 
lands has advanced proportionately. Farm lands in Iowa that could 
have been purchased for $30 or $40 an acre twenty years ago now 
sell for $100 and $120 an,acre.. The same ratio of. advance is notice- 
able :n all the agricultural States. Even in New England, where 
there is ^much talk of abandoned farms, farm values have increased. 


Whether measured by the acre or by the total area farm, values 


have enormously increased.: This increase is''in almost; exact pro- 
portion to the increase ^in- the value of farm products. As a rule it 
takes less manual labor to cultivate land'than it did formerly.' Im- 
proved methods and improved farm .machinery partly account for 
the saving in labor. 
Selection of crops suited to soil and climatic 


conditions is a factor in the' saving. 
. 


Notwithstanding all that has been said to the contrary, farm 


labor in the United States is more intelligent and better informed, 
and hence more- efficient than it used to be. As a consequence the 
farmer is making larger profits than at any previous time in the his- 
tory of American agriculture, and getting beside an unearned'incre- 
ment in the increased value of his land. His market is surer and 
•steadier-and it calls for cash. Formerly much-produce-had to be 
swapped at the country stores for groceries and household supplies 
on a basis of low prices for the farmer and high prices for the store- 
keeper. Now the farmer sells his eggs and chickens for cash, and he 
knows' the wholesale price in the central markets as well as the 
buyer. His cream goes to the butter factory and he knows to an 
ounce what it weighs and to a cent what it is worth. His steers, 
calves and hogs are marketed on a ready cash basis in accordance 
with, quotations printed daily in the papers. 


Therefore the farmer of today is a prosperous and often opu- 


lent citizen. He complains about the increase in the cost of living, 
but he does not look at the other-side of the ledger. He closes his 
eyes.' to the fact that for. every dollar's increase.in the cost of labor 
he gets two dollars or more increased profit. He tells of-the time 
when hired men got up at four o'clock in the morning and worked 
as long as they could see and laments that they will not do it now. 
But he forgets that the farmers used to work the same hours as 
their hired men—had to, in fact—and then did not make half the 
money they do now or live in half the comfort. So far as the ad- 
vance in prices is concerned the farmer has a long way the best 
of it. He ought to be a happy man.

"It is popularly

withiia. dense growth of old timber. This 
is not the case, for at one time or an- 
other since time immemorial at least a 
third of this area has been cleared off 
at different places by devastating forest 
fires. 
. 


"It, is the work of the forestry depart- 


ment to restore this timber. 
In south- 


ern California and southern Utah-there is 
not a heavy timber growth on the forest 
reserves, but low trees, the prime object 
of which, is water protection. 
- . 
."It has boen contended that it is not 


practicable for private interests, to con- 
struct reservoirs, rights of way and .con- 
cluitsi for water power on the government j 
domain because permits for such priv- I 
ileges'can be revoked under the present J 
law at a moment's notice. 
i 
"I have always advocated and believe | 


at the present time that the government 
should control the occupancy and use of 
such lands, but I believe that this revoca- 
tion clause .should be changed. I favor 
a plan to make all permits or grants for 
water sites cover a period of fifty years, 
the use and occupancy of such lands be- 
ing revocable only on a breach of the 
conditions of the grant or lease.

that the present 
law. 


which grants only, these revocable per- 
mits, does retard and work an injury to 
many projects.' 
"I further believe that when It is not 


incompatible with the 
public interests 
any lessee, should be extended the privi- 
lege at the end of his lease to renew It."

March of Business Progress Keeps 


Pace With City's Improvements

ALL LOCALITIES RESPOND TO IMPETUS 


Real estate men, business men and financiers of Greater Oakland are 
agreed upon the contention that the city's mercantile section is to expand 
very materially during the present and future years.

tablished firms as the Jackson1 Furniture Company, Sherman-Clay Company 
and others^ 
That yet other substantial additions are to be made to the 
business colony there is evidenced by the breaking of ground some weeks since 
for the new home of the H. C. Capwell Company. 
The hub of this section 
will ultimately be Oakland's new million dollar city hall, bids for the erection 
of which were invited a few days ago. 
From this magnificent structure 
will radiate a retail trade section the peer of any city of similar growth in, 
tue country, 
This result will not be accomplished this year nor next year, 
but is certain to .follow In the footsteps of the civic and commercial progress 
which so distinctly sets apart the Oakland of today from the Oakland' o£ 
yesterday.

FOURTEENTH AKT> FRANKLIN. 


Just how soon and how rapidly the business section in the vicinity of 
Fourteenth and Franklin streets will broaden depends in considerable mea.9- 
ure upon the Southern Pacific and the Oakland Traction companies.
